Since our laft arrived 1 Mail from France, 


Petersburg, Decem. §. 
OME Difpatches lately arrived from Derbent, take up very much the 
Thoughts of the Court. Fis reported’ ‘that che Army of Meriweys 
is again encamped ip the Provioce of Schirvan, and have been reinforced 
with 4000 Turks; That theceupon the Ruffians have potted their For- 
ces very advantagioufly near Andreoff, upon the River Korre, to ob-« 
ferve the Motions of the Rebels. - 

The Receiving thofe Advices has occafioned a further Delay of our Empe- 
ror’s Joursicy to Mofcow, which he will not begin till after’ New-year’s-day. 
His Majefty forefees that a Rupture with the Porce is unavoidable; he intends 
to obiain an Alliaoce with the Emperor of Getmany, for which’End he will fead 
an Embafly to Vienna very fhorcly. ; 

Hague, Decem. 31. Our Welt India Company defigns to fend three Fregats to 
make new Diicoveries in the Weft Indies. 

London, Fan. 4. On Wednelday laft John Basket, Efq; the King’s Printer (for 
Eugiand) prefented His Majetty, from the Univerfiry of Oxford, their Almanac 
tor the Year eniuing; which Fis Majefty received very gracioufly.. He after- 
waids piefeuted che fame co their Royal Highsefles the Prince and Princefs of 
Wales.

Hague, Fan. 5. They writd-f ond Porky, Fiat the new Minifier whois arria 
ved there trom Meriweys, re aM beautiful Perfiati Horfes, as a Prefent from 
his Matfter to che Sulran anté Vi fy.that heis treated at the Porte with the (ame 
Honours as the Minilters of Crown’d Heads, and allowed 100 Crowns weekly 
for Subfiftance. This gives fuch Umbrage to the Ruffians; that their Refidenc 
is tetired, as they fay, privately to his own Country ; and the Ruffian Merchants 
at Conftaniinople are fending away their. Effeéts as fait as they can to Places of 
Security, for fear of a Rupture begween the 2 Empires: For this Reafon aifo, 
many Families in the Ukrain have put chemfelvés under the ProteGion of the 
Turks and Tartars. Prepatations are makieg to have a ffrong Fleet in March 
next upon the Black Sea; Buc left fuch Preparations fhould alarm the Court of 
Vienna, the Grand Vifier fént lately for the Emperor’s Minifter, and acquainted 
him, that the Sultan had brought his Troops into the Field tor no other Reafon 
buc to ftop the Progrefs of tite Mufcovites on the Frontiers of Perfia; that there- 
fore he hoped the Emperor W6ald not concern himfelf inthe Quarrel ; and thar 
the Sultan intended to fend #folemn Embafly to Vienna, to give the Emperor 
further Aflurances of his Friendfhip, and of his fincere Defixe to adhere religi- 
onfly to the late Treaty concluded with Germany. 

Letters from Mofcow of Decembet 4th, which is about a Week frefher than 
thofe we have from Turky, intimate, that the Mufcovites have Caufe enough 
to be jealous; for the very Expreflés which the Ruffian Minifter at the Porre 
fends to the Czar are narrowly watched till they are got out of the Otroman 
Dominions ; to prevent the Couriers from any Opportunity of feeing the great 
Preparations which the Porte is making for War. 

It will not be long, perhaps, before we hear of fome Adkion near the Prith, 
where there is a Body of no Jefs than 20000 Tartatg on one Side, who are nar- 
rowly obferved by 10000 Coffacks, and goo Mufcovites on the other. 

The Letters from Rome by this Poft are barren of material Advices, They

_ Wehave Letters from Florence, tho’ not dire@ly from the Place, which fay, 
That the Grand Dukeé has ordered his Plenipotentiary at Cambray to proteft 2- 
gainft any Conclufion that may be made in the Congrefs tohis Prejudice : That 
he hasrefolved to pay offthe Debts of nis Sifter, the Ele@refs Dowager Palatine, 
and to fettle 34000 Crowns a Year. upon her during Life, together with the Re- 
venues of the City of Urbin, purfuant to the Affignment made over in Truft by 
Cofmo I. to his Female Line on Failure of Iffue Male, and that he has appoin- 
ted Commiffioners.toexamine a Scheme prefented by the Marquis Damis for en« 
creafing the Trade of Leghorn. ’Tis reported, That his Highnefs forms Pretgn- 
tions upon Caltiglione, and thatis the.Reafon why he has.not yet fent an Embaf- | 
fy tothe Pope, The Differences between the King of Satdinia and the Regency 
of Geneva are of the Point of being accommodated; asalfothe Matters tn dif- 
pute betwixt the Emperor and the Canton of Zurich.

The Grievances of the Proteftants in the Palatinate are augmented fafter rhan they 
are t¢drefled. The Univerfity of Heydelberg, made a Statute in 1711, That when 
a Re@orthip became vacant in the Faculty ot Divinity, the Roman Catholicks 
and Proteftants fhouldf: ¢:ced to that Dignity by Turns. Accordingly upon the 
Death of the late ReGor, it was the Prot-ftanrs Turn to chufe, who perceiving 
that che Papiits’aim’d to fupplaos them, held’ a Conference at Manheim on the 
16th of December, when they drew up and prefented amoft humble Petition to 
the EleGtor, fhewing that it was the Proceftants Turn to fuceed to the Recorthip, 
and praying therefore that he would pica‘e to conferr ir for this Time on a P rore- 
ftant Profeflor of Divinity: But the Courc rot returaing a favourable Anfwer to 
their juft and modeft Petition, the Popifh Profeflors met on the 2oth, and chofe one. 
of thei own Body ; fo thara!l the Proteitants could do, was to proteft agarnfi the 
EleGion, which they did dcfore che new Redor took the ufual Oath. 

The approaching Election of the Bithops of Liege and Hildefheim is at prefent 
the chief Talkof thefe Provinces. The Emperor has appointed two able Minifters 
to take care of his Intereft ar bots EleG@ions viz. the Count de Kuffitein at the 
former, and the Count de Metici at the latter. The Elector of Cologn arrived at 
Liege on the laftof Dec:mber, with a numeros and magnificent Retinue, and was 
faluted with thice Diicharges of the Artillery from the Citagcl. He was met out 
of Town by a gtcat Number of Perfons of Diftin&ion ia their Coaches, and was 
wellcomed at bis Entrance by the Huazis of the People. He was complimented 
at the Gate of the Town by a Depucation from the Magittrats, who conduGed 
him to bis Palace, andto do him Honour, allowed him 30 Men for his Guard, 
with a Pair of Colours; aod when he alighted from his Coach, he was compli 
mented by Men of the beft Figure in the Town, and bya Deputation from the 

Chapcer. As the Cardinal de Saxe-zcits, another of the Candidates for this Bifhop- 


rick, is upon the Road, we are impatient to know how the Ceremonial will be fet- , 


led, becaufe EleGors think it beneath themto yield the Preference to Cardinals.

Hamburg, Decem. 22. They write from Stockholm, That the King and Qoeen 
of Sweden are both in perfe&t Health. The fame Letters add, That there re- 
main ftill Difficulties about fettling the Limits ia Finland, the Swedes feeming 
fullytefolved to keep the Diftri& ot Wirolax, there being nothing ftipulate to the 
contrary in the Treaty of Newftadt.

It is apprehended, That the Congrefs of Cambray will not open fo fuddenly 
as "twas expeG@ted, becaule tis remarked, that Spain, fince tlie Death of the Re- 
gent, feems tobe in no great Hate to fettle the Affaiss of Gibraltar and Part-. 
Mahon, and other Matters jo difpute between that Crown and Great Britait ; 
befides, that by the Death of the late Duke of Orleans, the Meafures caken by 
certain Potentates are in daages of being quite broke. 


Wye’s Letter verbatim, London, “fan. 4, 1724. 


VPCHE Letters by the laft Holland Mail, from Petersburg give an Aceount, 

. That fuch vaft Preparations for War are carried on throughout all Ruf- 
fia, as the like hath not been known. Tis faid Prince Gallaxin will command 
an Army in Perfia of 100000 Men. | 

“Thofe from Conftantinople fay, That as foon asthe Troops which are tranf- 
ported over the Hellefpont are arrived at the General Rendezvous upon the 
Frontiers of Perfia, twas expected there would be a vigorous Aéion between 
them and the Ruffians. *Tis added, That great Preparations are making, in 
order to have their Gallies ready to put to Sea early in the Spring, by which 
Time they hope they fhall be able ro attack the Mufcovites on all Sides. 

* - Advices from Florence relate, That the Grand Duke of Tufcany has fent 
new Credentials to his Plenipotentiary at Cambray, with Orders to proteft 
againft all that fhall be done in thrat Congreis to his Prejudice. *Tis faid like» 
wife, That this Prince is forming fome Pretenfions on Caftle-Leon, a Place which 
has been many Years in Pofleffion of the Holy See; and *tis upon this Account, 
that.his Royal Highnefs has not’ yet fent an Embafly to Rome. 

On Thurfday laft in the Evening, Dr.Shippena Phyfician, Brother to Willi- 
am Shippen Eig; Member of Parliament, went into a Coffee-Houfe in Earl's 
Court near Drury-Lane, where he had not been above the Space of 2 Minutes, 
but a violent Fit of Apoplexy feized him, he dropt down; and Surgeons being 
fent for, he was let Blood, and continued in ftrong Convulfive Fits till 5 yefter- 
day Morning, when-he expired, having had the Affiftance of Dr: Friend, Dr. 
Welfted, and Dr. Dodd: His Brother the Reverend Dr. Shippen was with him 
when he died. | 

When the Lord Mayor, Aldermen and Sheriffs waited laft Thurfday on his 
‘Majefty, an Offer was made to knight Mr. Alderman Bellamy as well as Mr. 
Sheriff Feaft ; but ’tis faid he modeftly excufed that Honour. 

‘The Commiffioners appointed to enquire into the Abufes of Charities, met 
again yefterday at Leather Seller's Hall; and a new Jury being fworn, exhi- 
bited an other Charge againft the Parith of St. Butholph’s Bifhopigaté, in Rela- j 
tion.to the Abufes of a Legacy of 38 L. per Aunum, for cleathing 12 poor Men 
and as many poor Women; and it appearing that there wasin 6 Years a Defi- 
ciency of about 30 L. The Jury. brought in their Verdict accordingly; and 
the Commiflioners are to meet again thereon next Wednefday. The Inquiry into 
this Legacy, which was left ii 1689, was carried no farther back. than the laft 
6 Years; becaude none of the Church Wardens which ferved before that Time 
are now living. 
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"Tis reported, That th¢ Bidbpp of London lately fent for the reverend 
Mr. M---fy, and fignified to him his Difapprobation of the Method ufed by 
him of his Prayer before Sermon, VX. Te foal pray, and that his Lordthip 
likewife recommended te him to preach up Divinity and not Piyfick.
